He  is  thor- 
oughly competent  and  has  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  and  is  a  licensed  operator.

THE  PURPOSE. 

While  all  departments  of  the  Association  have  to  do 
with  Religious  Work,  even  though  classified  under  other 
names,  yet  this  department  is  organized  and  maintained 
to  emphasize  the  more  strictly  spiritual  side  of  our  activ- 
ities. 

The  Association  does  not  live  for  itself  alone  and  is 
more  and  more  coming  to  be  recognized  as  the  Religious 
Work  center  of  this  community  and  section.  The  Re- 
ligious Work  department  plans  to  work  along  the  approved 
lines  of  the  five  year  program  of  the  Men  and  Religion 
Forward  Movement,  and  while  the  Association  building 
will  be  the  center  of  these  activities,  yet  we  will  feel  that 
we  have  failed  in  our  real  work  if  for  any  reason  the 
plans  and  service  outlined  do  not  reach  the  individual 
churches  and  prove  an  uplift  to  their  respective  organiza- 
tions of  men  and  boys. 

Along  these  lines  the  work  will  be  forwarded  accord- 
ing to  the  Men  and  Religion  Program,  as  follows: 

BIBLE  STUDY,  EVANGELISM,  BOYS'  WORK,  SOCIAL 
SERVICE,  COMMUNITY  EXTENSION,  MISSIONS. 


BIBLE  STUDY. 

To  know  the  Bible  is  a  part  of  real  life.  Gladstone, 
the  great  English  Premier,  said,  at  the  close  of  his  won- 
derful career,  that  the  solution  of  all  the  problems  which 
vex  our  individual  and  social  life  is  found  in  the  knowl- 
edge and  application  of  the  principles  of  the  Bible.  As 
President  King  has  said,  "Bible  Study  is  the  way  into 
life's  values". 

The  first  great  object  of  this  department  is  to  pro- 
mote a  Bible  Study  Campaign  for  men  and  boys  in  the 
individual  churches  of  our  city  and  county.  This  to  be 
along  approved  lines  of  organization  and  work  of  the 
interdenominational  and  denominational  standards,  com- 
prising not  only  the  impression  of  Bible  truths  upon  the 
mind  and  heart  but  an  expression  of  those  truths  in  life 
and  service. 

The  Bible  Study  Clubs  in  the  building  are  designed  to 
meet  a  real  need  in  the  life  of  men,  and  not  in  any  way 
to  compete  with  the  foregoing  organized  Bible  Classes  in 
the  Sunday  Schools.  We  feel  that  this  real  need  is  along 
the  following  Bible  Study  lines: 
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Religious  Department 


ELEMENTARY  Clubs  for  those  who  have  not  had  the 
advantage  of  fundamental  Bible  study  and  training. 

PERSONAL  WORK  Club,  studying  the  methods  of 
Christ  and  his  followers  and  their  dealings  with  men. 

LEADERS'  TRAINING  Clubs  for  men  and  boys  who 
are  teaching  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  or  would  be  willing 
to  prepare  for  this  kind  of  work. 

EVANGELISTIC  Clubs  for  men  who  are  willing  to  be 
prepared  for  leadership  in  shop  meetings  and  general  com- 
munity extension  work. 

BOYS'  Bible  Study  Clubs  for  the  younger  boys. 

YOUNG  MEN'S  Bible  Study  Clubs  for  older  boys  and 
young  men.

EVANGELISM. 

The  work  of  evangelism  will  be  conducted  along  the 
church  and  inter-church  program  of  the  Men  and  Re- 
ligion Forward  Movement.

We  are  glad  to  know  that  our  Association  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  appreciated  by  all  as  a  center  of  various 
activities. 

For  the  convenience  of  committees,  groups  or  clubs 
there  are  a  number  of  rooms  in  the  building  that  can  be 
used  for  meetings  and  gatherings.  The  more  they  are 
used  the  better  we  like  it.  The  Association  is  yours;  use 
it.  The  building  is  open  day  and  night.  Visitors  always 
welcome. 


A  FEW  WORDS  FROM  THE  ASSOCIATION 

PRESIDENT. 

To  any  man  who  has  given  the  matter  any  considera- 
tion with  the  view  of  knowing  the  fact,  it  seems  to  me 
that  there  can  be  only  one  answer  to  the  question,  **Is 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  an  efficient  organization?" 

During  the  last  six  years  the  value  of  property  held 
by  the  Association  has  increased  from  $35,000,000  to  $80,- 
000,000  approximately,  and  from  a  business  standpoint  it  is 
necessary  that  good  level-headed  men  should  be  the  man- 
agers of  the  2,000  associations  which  represent  this  vast 
sum. 
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F.  W.  Ayer,  President  of  N.  W.  Ayer  &  Son  Newspa- 
per Agency,  in  a  recent  article  on  this  question  says,  ''Ef- 
ficiency has  been  defined  as  the  ability  to  bring  things  to 
pass  in  accordance  with  a  clearly  defined  purpose.  This 
clearly  defined  purpose  has  brought  an  insignificant  mem- 
bership to  a  total  of  560,000,  and  employed  officers  4,000. 
The  International  Committee  enlists  70  volunteers  in  its 
activities,  fully  1,000  more  are  on  State  Committees,  the 
2,000  Associations  have  fully  30,000  on  their  Boards  of  Di- 
rectors, while  on  working  Committees  are  39,000,  an  aggre- 
gate of  fully  70,000  among  the  200,000  active  members  en- 
rolled as  volunteer  leaders  and  workers.  The  measure 
then  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Brotherhood,  as  a  whole,  is  the 
real  efficiency  of  these  two  strong  factors — laymen  vol- 
unteers in  authority  and  control,  and  employed  officers 
joining  the  laymen  in  leadership.  The  work  would  never 
have  come  into  its  own  without  the  oversight  of  officers 
giving  their  entire  lives  and  attention  to  it. 

A  New  Yorker  says,  'T  have  been  closely  identified 
with  Association  work  for  30  years,  have  raised  large  sums 
for  it  and  contributed  largely  myself.  Practical  business 
men  contribute  because  they  can  see  direct  and  constant 
results." 

A  Canadian  employer  says,  'T  am  impressed  with  its 
extraordinary  adaptability  and  efficiency  in  supplying  what 
can  be  secured  in  no  other  way.  namely:  a  wholesome  club 
for  the  young  employee.'* 

A  recent  gift  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  the 
Brooklyn  Y.  M.  C.  A.  by  Mrs.  Wm.  Van  Rensselaer 
Smith  in  memory  of  her  son,  because  of  his  interest  and 
appreciation  of  the  Association,  indicates  that  more  and 
more,  observing  people  are  persuaded  of  its  efficiency  in 
developing  better  men,  not  only  in  character,  but  in  ability 
to  do  good  work  in  shop  or  office. 

The  work  of  our  own  local  Association  during  the  year 
it  has  been  in  the  new  building  proves  that  it  is  efficient, 
that  it  is  successful  in  building  young  men  in  body,  mind 
and  spirit.  The  increase  in  membership  to  more  than  1,500, 
the  fact  that  the  120  dormitories  are  filled,  that  the  educa- 
tional and  Bible  classes  are  creating  more  and  more  inter- 
est, that  the  work  of  the  gymnasium,  the  Boys'  Camp 
where  75  or  more  boys  are  given  weeks  of  pleasure  and 
physical,  mental  and  spiritual  training  as  well,  all  pro- 
claim the  need,  as  well  as  the  efficiency,  of  such  an  insti- 
tution as  our  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

I  would  that  more  interest  could  be  taken  in  it  by  the 
men  and  women  of  Erie  that  during  their  lives  they  might 
do  all  they  can  to  strengthen  the  work  by  their  active  in- 
fluence and  their  gifts,  and  also  that  they  might  remember

OUR  GYMNASIUM,  48x78  in  size,  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  country.  It  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The 
equipment  includes  all  that  is  best  in  physical  training. 
It  is  arranged  for  basket  ball,  indoor  base  ball,  volley 
ball,  etc.  In  the  gallery  is  a  concave,  cork  padded  run- 
ning track,  27  laps  to  the  mile. 

SPECIAL  EXERCISE  ROOM— Open  for  special  exer- 
cises at  all  times.  It  contains  wrestling  mat,  stall 
bars,  chest  weights,  punching  bag,  rowing  machine, 
etc. 

SHOWER  BATHS— The  Physical  Department  has  four 
shower  rooms,  containing  thirty  baths.  Each  shower 
is  equipped  with  an  anti-scalding  valve,  which  is  easi- 
ly controlled  by  the  bather. 

STEAM  ROOM — Adult  members  have  access  to  a  fine 
tile-lined  steam  room.

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AUTO  CLASS 


AUTOMOBILE  SCHOOL. 

The  Automobile  course  will  give  good,  reliable  in- 
struction in  driving,  care,  adjustment  and  mechanism  of 
gasoline  engines.  Instruction  will  be  given  first  in  the 
theory  of  the  gasoline  engine,  and  this  will  be  followed  by 
a  good  practical  course  in  a  well  equipped  garage.  The 
practical  work  will  consist  of  taking  the  machine  apart 
from  start  to  finish.  This  course  will  cover  three  months, 
and  costs  $30.00.  The  instructor,  L.  B.  Sears,  is  a 
graduate  of  the  New  York  Automobile  School  and  has  had 
five  years'  practical  experience. 

SPECIAL  COURSE. 

Motor  Boat  and  Motor  Cycles.  Twelve  lessons  on  the 
gas  engine.  A  practical  course  for  the  man  who  wishes 
to  do  his  own  repair  work. 


MECHANICAL  DRAWING. 

Elementary  drawing,  instruction  and  exercise  in  use 
and  care  of  drawing  instruments,  simple  geometrical  prob- 
lems, projectif)ns  of  lines,  machine  details  consisting  of 
models  to  scale.    VAuc  print  reading. 
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Advanced  drawing.  Machine  design,  taken  from  mod- 
els and  practical  problems.  Projections,  assemble  and  de- 
tail drawing,  tracing  and  use  of  tables  of  machine  parts 
commonly  in  stock.  Simple  mechanics  will  be  taught 
over  the  drawing  board. 

SHEET  METAL  DESIGN  DRAWING. 

A  thorough  course  in  laying  out  sheet  metal  work. 
Mr.  Frank  Brinig,  of  the  Erie  City  Iron  Works  Depart- 
ment, will  be  the  instructor. 

ENGINEERING  COURSE. 

Arrangerrents  are  being  made  with  Penn  State  Col- 
lege to  conduct  an  extension  course  in  engineering 
branches.  This  course  will  be  in  part  by  correspondence 
and  personal  instruction  will  also  be  given  by  the  men  of 
Penn  State  College  faculty  from  time  to  t'me.  The  course 
will  be  wholly  under  their  supervision. 

SHOP  MATHEMATICS. 

A  course  planned  to  fit  the  man  who  wishes  to  figure 
out  his  own  problems  in  shop  work.  This  course  will  con- 
sist of  instruction  in  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trig- 
onometry and  use  of  slide-rule. 

ELECTRICITY. 

A  year's  course  in  Practical  Electricity  illustrated  by 
experiments  and  actual  work.  Such  topics  will  be  studied 
as:  batteries,  generators,  control,  resistance,  current  meas- 
urements, electro-magnetism,  power,  induction.  It  is  the 
object  of  this  course  to  prepare  men  to  do  high  grade  elec- 
trical work  understandingly. 

SHOW  CARD  WRITING. 

A  thorough  course  given  to  fill  the  needs  of  young 
men  who  must  write  their  own  window  signs,  or  for  young 
men  wishing  to  take  up  sign  writing  as  a  business. 

BOOKKEEPING,  STENOGRAPHY  AND  TYPE- 
WRITING. 

Elementary  drills  in  bookkeeping,  business  forms, 
business  arithmetic,  rapid  calculation,  and  advanced  work 
will  be  given  if  required.  Personal  instruction  to  meet  in- 
dividual needs.  Mr.  Bowser,  of  the  Erie  City  Iron  Works, 
will  give  this  course. 

SALESMANSHIP. 

The  class  work  is  based  on  the  text  of  the  National 
School  of  Salesmanship  of  Minneapolis.  Self  Analysis, 
Tact  as  a  promoter,  Our  Court  Judgment,  The  Education 
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of  the  Will,  Suggestion  and  Auto  Suggestion,  The  Busi- 
ness Value  of  Friends,  How  to  Make  and  Keep  Custom- 
ers, The  Law  of  Sale  and  How  to  Apply  It,  The  Science 
of  Salesmanship,  Its  Application  to  all  Trades  and  Profes- 
sions. Successful  salesmen  will  be  obtained  from  time  to 
time  to  aid  the  Instructor  in  practical  demonstrations. 

HIGHER  ACCOUNTANCY. 

Through  the  Walton  School  of  Accountancy  of  Chi- 
cago, we  are  able  to  offer  the  men  of  Erie  a  well  estab- 
lished course  in  Higher  Accountancy.  This  course  con- 
sists of:  General  Accounting  course,  Forty  Lectures  and 
Quiz  Questions,  Diary  of  Events,  Problems  and  Quiz 
Questions,  Advanced  Accounting  Course. 

This  will  consist  of  forty  lessons,  each  containing  a 
lecture  and  two  problems  in  Practical  Accounting;  also  the 
standard  answers  to  the  problems  and  quiz  questions.  This 
course  covers.  Practice  of  Accounts  (including  Partnership, 
Corporation,  Fiduciary  Accounts),  Cost  Accounting,  Audit- 
ing, and  Commercial  Law.

RELIGIOUS  WORK  DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  Hermon  Eldredge,  Religious  Work  Director. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  is  frankly, 
first  and  finally  a  religious  organization,  organized  and  op- 
erated for  the  purpose  of  bringing  young  men  into  ''Chris- 
tian association",  and  to  help  them  to  live  the  overcoming 
Christian  life  physically,  intellectually,  spiritually,  and  so- 
cially. 

The  Association's  field  begins  with  its  membership; 
but  does  not  feel  that  its  work  is  accomplished  until  it 
endeavors  to  bring  every  man  and  boy  in  the  community 
into  helpful  Christian  association.  Our  vision  is  that 
young  men  shall  find  such  association  in  their  school 
life,  in  their  home  life,  in  their  church  life,  and  in  their 
work-a-day  and  leisure  hours.  Working  toward  this  end, 
the  Religious  Work  Department  strives  to  bring  Chris- 
tian uplift  and  atmosphere  into  every  department  of  its 
own  organization  and  to  extend  it  in  co-operation  with 
churches,  schools,  shops,  offices,  organizations,  and  com- 
munities, ''that  by  all  means  we  may  save  some"  to  a  high- 
er life  and  to  a  continuation  of  that  life  in  service  for 
others. 

BIBLE  STUDY. 

In  the  Association. 

Our  Bible  Study  program  is  shaped  particularly  to 
supplement  and  to  supply  Bible  study  to  groups  of  men 
within  and  without  the  church,  and  is  based  upon  the 
needs  of  men  and  of  churches  and  organizations,  working 
with  men:  First,  Elementary  and  advanced  Bible  study  not 
generally  covered  in  regular  Church  and  Sunday  School 
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classes;  Second,  Training  classes  for  teachers  and  lead- 
ers of  men's  and  boys'  Bible  classes  in  the  churches  and 
elsewhere;  Third,  Evangelistic  Bible  study  for  those  pre 
paring  to  do  personal  or  community  evangelism. 

The  features  of  interest  along  these  lines  of  Bible 
Study  will  be  as  follows: 

Tuesday  evening,  Sept.  30th,  Bible  Study  Night. 
Opening  of  Fall  Bible  Study  Term. 

Sunday  afternoon,  Oct.  5th,  Bible  Study  Day.  Address 
by  Prof.  Wm.  J.  Hutchins,  D.  D.,  of  OberHn  College. 

Tuesday  evening,  Dec.  i6th.    Close  of  Fall  term. 

Tuesday  evening,  Jan.  6th.    Opening  of  Winter  term. 

Tuesday  even'ng,  March  17th.    Close  of  Winter  term. 
Outside  of  Building. 

The  Association  will  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  any 
Church  or  Sunday  School  in  organizing  or  advancing 
Bible  classes  for  men  and  boys. 

We  will  also  plan  and  will  be  glad  for  suggestions 
for  the  organization  of  Bible  classes  in  homes,  shops,  of- 
fices, or  in  any  place  through  the  community  where  the 
opening  is  presented. 

EVANGELISM. 
Personal  Evangelism. 

We  believe  that  the  church  of  Christ  will  never  come 
to  its  own  nor  will  the  men  of  the  world  be  reached  until 
the  average  layman  feels  his  responsibility  and  actually 
does  personal  work  in  inviting  men  to  the  House  of  God 
and  into  the  Christian  life.  The  work  along  this  line  can- 
not of  necessity  be  made  a  matter  of  public  announcement, 
but  we  wish  to  assure  all  who  are  interested  and  all  who 
will  co-operate  that  this  is  a  very  definite  objective  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  that  we  will  use 
all  the  means  in  our  power  to  project  it. 
Inter-Church  Evangelism. 

Sunday  afternoon  and  special  meetings  through  the 
week  will  be  held  in  the  city  and  county  as  may  be  ar- 
ranged. These  meetings  will  always  be  on  a  union  basis 
and  in  full  co-operation  with  the  Men's  Inter-Church  Fed- 
eration and  other  religious  organizations  in  the  field. 

PRAYER. 

Prayer  must  have  a  large  place  in  our  work,  or  we 
labor  in  vain.  We  plan  to  promote  groups  of  praying 
men,  and  to  especially  emphasize  this  feature  in  the  "Week 
of  Prayer,"  November  9-T6th,  with  special  leadership  and 
meetings  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Building,  and  throughout  the 
community. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  believes  in 
and  plans  to  promote  "Applied  Christianity"  which  com- 
prises not  only  a  knowledge  n{  the  Will  of  God  and  the 
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Religious  Work 


prayer  for  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom,  but  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fact  that  we  are  ''workers  together  with  God", 
in  hastening  the  day  when  His  Kingdom  shall  come,  and 
His  Will  be  done  "in  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven".  In  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  purpose  we  promise  co-operation 
with  all  good  men  in  organizations  who  have  the  Kingdom 
outlook,  and  who  believe  that  ''Applied  Christianity",  or 
Social  Service,  has  to  do  with  helping  our  fellow  men  in 
any  physical,  mental,  or  moral  distress. 

MISSIONS. 

In  co-operation  with  the  churches  of  this  community 
through  the  Men's  Inter-Church  Federation  in  fostering 
and  promoting  a  missionary  spirit  with  the  Laymen's 
Missionary  Movement  and  other  organizations  and  have 
on  hand  suggestions  and  information  for  all  interested, 
especially  along  this  line  in  their  church. 

The  Harvey  (Twenty-Four-Hour-A-Day)  Club 

Is  composed  of  men  and  boys  who  are 
interested  in  the  support  of  Mr.  Chas. 
W.  Harvey,  the  representative  of  the 
Erie  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  China.  Mr.  Harvey 
is  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the 
National  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation of  China,  and  is  entirely  sup- 
ported by  the  Harvey  Club  of  the  Erie 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  A  cordial  invitation  to 
membership  is  extended  to  every  man 
and  boy.  No  dues,  but  an  annual  contribution  is  required 
from  each  member  of  the  Club. 

RELIGIOUS  LITERATURE. 

A  very  helpful  Religious  Work  Library  is  maintained 
in  the  office  of  the  Religious  Work  Director,  and  is  ac- 
cessible and  free  to  any  Christian  worker.  The  books 
have  particularly  to  do  with  work  for  men  and  boys  in 
the  Church  and  Sunday  School  and  community,  and  we 
are  especially  glad  when  they  are  in  demand. 

Free  leaflets  on  work  for  men  and  boys  and,  especially 
on  different  phases  of  Sunday  School  work,  may  be  had 
for  the  asking  of  the  Religious  Work  Director. 

FINALLY. 

It  is  the  plan  and  project  of  the  Religious  Work  De- 
partment to  help  in  any  good  work,  and  we  will  be  glad  to 
respond  to  all  calls  possible,  only  with  the  definite  under- 
standing that  we  are  not  preachers  and  do  not  seek  or 
plan  to  fill  pulpits  so  much  as  to  do  the  work  of  Christian 
layrnen  in  the  Church,  Sunday  School,  Young  People's 
Societies,  and  in  Social  activities.

It  is  for  these  kind  of  fellows  that 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  carries  on  a  night  school  with  a  full  corps 
of  efficient  teachers  and  teaching  just  the  things  you  need 
most  to  secure  advancement  in  your  particular  line.

The  religious  work  of  the  Association  is  not  an  iso- 
lated department  but  the  aim  is  to  permeate  all  the  asso- 
ciations and  activities  of  the  work  with  a  positive  Christian 
spirit.  Much  pressure  from  various  quarters  have  come 
to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  movement  to  broaden  (?)  its  field  by 
dropping  the  word  ''Christian"  and  many  attempts  have 
been  made  to  imitate  the  work  of  the  Association  by  do- 
ing welfare  work  without  the  distinctively  religious  mo- 
tif, but  all  such  attempts  finally  meet  with  failure  for 
after  all  nothing  is  so  fundamental  as  character  and 
nothing  ever  presents  this  so  clearly  and  fully  and  help- 
fully as  the  claims  of  Christ  accepted  and  worked  o*ut  in 
a  man's  life. 

The  field  of  religious  work  of  the  Association,  while 
distinctively  for  men  and  boys  is  not  confined  to  its  build- 
ing or  to  its  membership.  The  various  denominational  and 
inter-denominational  organizations  find  here  a  meeting 
place  always  ready  and  the  Association  is  always  ready 
and  willing  to  co-operate  in  any  work  for  the  uplift  of  the 
community. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  stated  activities  of  this 
department: 

Bible  Study.
